1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 the prior art of record does not teach or suggest alone or in 
combination, the combination of elements particularly a permanent magnet 
member with a corrosion resistant film that is thicker along the peripheral part 
constituted by the shorter periphery, longer periphery and side peripheries and a 
thinner thickness in the magnet area surrounded by these peripheries. The prior art 
of Sanders et al and Leupold (US5 805044) discusses some claim elements not the 
corrosion resistant film especially thicker one the peripheries and thinner in the 
areas within the peripheries.
